ANNIVERSARY ISSUE 

The issue which involves cen- 
sorship of the student newspaper 
had its beginning last spring 
when the 23th anniversary issue 
of La Rotonde was published. In 
that issue, a .blast, was leveled, 
against the University authorities 
(the Oblate Priests) for what was 
called "religious paternalism". 

In effect, it was stated in La 
Rotonde^ that the University 
students were being treated as 
High School and not University 
students. The authorities balked 
at this, student enterprise and 
the two editors, Jean David and 
Norman Lacharite, were reprim- 
anded during the summer, and 
later told not to re-apply to the 
University this fall. 



Springhill

The S.E.C. passed a motion 
last night that 10 per cent of 
this year's 5000 dollar Combined 
McGill Charity Objective will go 
to the relatives of victims in one 
of Canada's largest mine disas- 
ters. 

In former years the Charity 
Committee was divided into two 
halves, one going to the World 
University Service (W.U.S.) and 
the other to Montreal Charities. 

NATIONAL TRAGEDY 

Last night's motion stipulated 
that 50 per cent is to be given 
to the W.U.S., 40 per cent to the 
Combined Montreal Charities, and 
10 per cent to the Spring Hill 
disaster fund. 

McGill decision to contribute 
to the Spring Hill fund came 
after a letter sent by Morty Bis- 
triski. NF.C.U.S. President, urg- 
ing all campi to make contribu- 
tions to the fund. 

"The disaster in Spring Hill 
is a national tradgedy and we 
as university students .must con- 
tribute our small share to help 
case the sufferings of our fellow 
citizens", declared Bistriskl. 

' . The original idea for student 
contribution to the fund, was 
suggested by Gary Hummer, N.F. 

.C.U.S. president at Dalhousle Un- 
iversity, in a letter sent to Bis- 
triski. 

Hummer stated, that Dalhousie 
would be willing to act as a 
central collective agency for stud- 
ent donations from all over Ca- 
nada. 



Fee Reduction Is 
Upheld By SEC

The S.E.C. last night unanimously endorsed the conclusions and 
general arguments contained in Roy Hcenan's Open Letter to the 
students of McGill. 

The meeting of the SEC was still in session at press-time. 
Points contained in Heenan's 



letter were, in brief, that Quebec 
university students petition the 
Legislative Assembly of the pro- 
vince for statutory grants, and 
also, that any relief afforded 
McGill through increased govern- 
ment grants should be shared 
by students. The latter course 
would be effected by reduction 
in fees. 

McGill fees this year are high- 
er than ever before. Students of 
this university pay annually, on 
the average, $250 more for tuition 
than students, of other Canadian 
universities. 

STUDENTS' SOCIETY 
MEETING 

In throwing its support behind 
the conclusions contained in the 
letter, the SEC presents a un- 
animous front to the Students' 
Society meeting which will be 
held on Nov. 11. 

McGill will forward financial 
aid to those who were involved 
in the Springhill mine disaster. 

Council wholeheartedly adopt- 
ed a resolution presented by En- 
gineering representative Donald 
Ferricr to the effect 'that 10% 
of the Combined Charities pro- 
ceeds would be forwarded to 
relief-fund headquarters at Dal- 
housie University. 

Proceeds of the campaign at 
McGill are normally divided 
equally between WUS -and a 
group of Montreal charities. The 
later item is reduced to 40% by 
Ferrier's motion. Goal of the 
campaign is $5,000. 

FIRST— HAND REPORT 

Earlier in the meeting, mem- 
bers had the opportunity to hear 
a first-hand report of the aims 
of the World University Service. 

Mr. Lewis Perinbam, General 
Secretary of the Canadian branch 
of this world-wide organization, 
said that, "WUS helps people to 
help themselves. Academic pur- 
suits within the framework of 
universities transcends political 
boundaries by drawing together 
all students into an international 



brotherhood. It is not a duty of 
students to help each other. It 
is a privilege." 

He also pointed out that WUS 
enables us to come into contact 
with students of many different 
backgrounds by providing schol- 
arships for foreign students to 
study at our universities. 

Irwin Steinberg, a visitor to 
the session, informed the meet- 
ing that the UN Club this year 
plans to hold its annual Model 
Security Council in conjunction 
with the other Montreal univer- 
sities. 

Fifteen American universities 
have accepted invitations to send 
delegations to the gathering. 
Patron of the event will be Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker. Mr. L. B. 
Pearson has agreed to address 
the model council. A token don-

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University Education 

Life is not simple. The number of things that we 
modern people have to know in order really to understand 
what goes on nround us has increased more rapidly than 
the number of things we do know. How can we take our 
bearings? What are the landmarks which will enable us 
to find our place in our own time and with reference to 
other times? 

So long as we are slaves to nature, we could allow our- 
selves a slave mentality, and leave to nature decisions which 
now must be ours. 

The significance of a university education is that It 
rescues men and women from slave-like insignificance, 
from the sense of being powerless and alone. 

Too many rely wholly upon science, the marvel of this 
age. Science cannot by itself solve our major problems. It 
cannot impose upon people the co-operative, give-and-take 
relations we should like to see between individuals and 
between nations. What we need, is ennoblement of indivi- 
duals through philosophy, the arts, religion— what we refer 
to usually as the "humanities". 

All sorts of definitions have been devised for "univer- 
sity education". They range through preparation for servi- 
ce to the State, promotion of virtue, gaining dominance 
over things, obtaining satisfaction of wants, and developing 
social efficiency. 

These things may be incidental, but isn't the real pur- 
pose of education self-realization? This requires good hu- 
man relations, economic efficiency and civic responsibility. 

It has to do with the conditions of life, and Ihe art 
of living in such a way as to obtain the greatest return. 
It takes note of personal abilities, aptitudes and desires. It 
serves needs which are inexhaustible.

Charity And The Home 

It would seem that Prime Minister Diefenbaker cannot 
make a speech without giving something away. He has 
now taken it upon himself to sell Canada abroad. Let us 
hope that he sticks to selling and gives up giving. If he 
follows form he may be forced to swim home after present- 
ing his plane to some foreign dignitary. 

In a recent speech in New York he spoke of the "great 
North Atlantic Triangle" and how these three nations must 
support the underdeveloped countries. Does he actually be- 
lieve that Canada can stand witli Great Britain and the 
U.S.A. in the charity game? Does he not realize that Cana- 
da herself is one of the more undeveloped nations in the 
world? Oh yes, we enjoy a high standard of living but that 
is for the most part due to our proximity to the LJ.S.A. 
Canada has literally thousands of square miles of undeve- 
loped northland. She is virtually defenceless without NATO 
support. In short, she could well* spend some of those 
dollars which are being channeled into waiting hands 
abroad in the improvement of her own home. 

The time will come no doubt when we will be in a po- 
sition to help other nations. However, that time is not yet. 
If she wishes to give her products away she should give 
first those she no longer needs, but which might be of great 
use elsewhere. It is senseless to give a three year old 
a chemistry set. 

~~It is high time Canadians realize that no matter how 
long or how hard our statesmen boast of our greatness, 
and no .matter how much money we give to world saving 
causes, we are still young and unready for World leader- 
ship. Rather than squander away our potential greatness 
let us work to build and achieve; let us earn our money 
before we give it away.

He then spent a year 
at St. George's School in New- 
port, R.I., where he saya, "I lost 
my entire nervous system carving 
lamb for a table of fourteen 
year . olds'!.

After 
writing car cards for an advert- 
ising agency, he landed in the 
advertising department of Dou- 
bleday Page, the publishing 
house. 

LIGHT VERSE 

It was while he waa at this 
job that Ogden Nash got the 
w inspiration for his particular 
brand of light verse. He attri- 
butes this accidental beginning 
to a career that has brought him 
fame as "the sudden and sub- 
conscious idea of writing bad 
verse deliberately". 

Except for a brief tenure as 
managing editor of The New 
■ Yorker in 1931, Nash has con. 

centrated for some twenty-five 
>*- years on producing the light 
verses that have become as- 
sociated with his name. Apart 
from his numerous books, he has 
lent talent as co-author of the

Embassy Member 
To Lecture On 
Turkish Freedom 

Mr. Metin Kustlaloglu, Sec- 
ond Secretary of the Turkish Em- 
bassy, will speak on' The Develop- 
ment of Democracy in Turkey" 
on Friday, at 1 pm. in the Union 
Ballroom. 

This topic is of particular sig- 
nificance, since in recent months 
there has been some controversy 
es to whether Turkey will remain 
one of the most democratic na- 
Hons in the Middle East or not. 
Premier Mendercs, the leader of 
the Social Democratic Party, re- 
cently defeated Kcmal Attaturk's 
own party. 

This was all the more surprising 
to political observers since At- 
taturk Is credited with being the 
Father of Modern Turkey. Monde- 
res' party has, in recent months, 
passed legislation creating censor- 
ship of many Turkish papers, and 
banning others.
